According to the Christian Register, XI (xoston, 1832), pe 163, 
Bpiscopal Clergy in Connecticut tithed annually in order create 
funds for the education of poor students at Trinity. Witness the 
following notice; “BPISCOPAL COLLEGE. At a meeting of the 
Episcopal clergy of Fairfield county, Conn., it was resolved that 
each Clergyman should endeavor to raise an annual sum, equal to 
one tenth of his salary, to be appropriated to the support of in-=- 
digent young men at Hartford j.6., Trinity , College.

Work on the William Jones Seabury library, left to the 
Seminary thirty-five years ago, continues. A special exhibi- 
tion of items from this collection and older Seabury holdings 
was made in March, with a widely used news release. There 
will be an exhibition of books from this collection, with a 
special issue of the library’s new book list containing the 
story of the legacy, at commencement time, 

The most interesting recent gift to the library is a collec- 
tion of seven letters written during the years 1822 to 1824 
from John Pintard to Samuel Farmar Jarvis, the first pro- 
fessor of the seminary. These letters deal with Seminary 
affairs and were written to Jarvis after he had left the faculty. 
The library staff has recently re-organized the manuscript 
files and these documents make an informative contribution 
to our knowledge of the first days of GTS. The librarian 
solicits similar gifts of papers which throw light on the history 
of the Seminary from friends who may own them. The com- 
mencement exhibition in our show cases will be devoted to 
the early history of the Seminary. 
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
